The Board of Convassers met yesterday morn- 
ing at Yo’clock. The prospect of a decision of 
the resultin the Third Congressional District 
during the day drew a large crowd of spectators.

QUESTION OF POSTPONEMENT. 

Mr. Root asked that the argument on the ob- 
jections be postponed until 2 o'clock to-day, for 
the reason tha: Mr. Swett had had no oppor- 
tunity for preparation. 

Mr. Trumbuil remarked that he had 
come prepared to object whenever the 
canvass of the district should be entered 
upon, but the discussion was put over until 
2 o'clock. He had come prepared to present his 
objections, and was readyto do so, He had 
been verbally informed that Mr. Root had some 
If postponements were made in 
thet way it was hard to tell when the Board 
would get through. If he (Root) had objections 
to put in be should prosent them, as the other 
side had done, in writing, in order that it might 
bs Known what they were. If the objections 
were of the samé racter as those presented 
on behalf of Mr. Moyne, and they could 
agree about the law, it would relhevg the Board 
greatly. -If the objections were different, he 
would like to know what they were. He pre- 
ferred going on with the matter and de- 
ateyey § it, supposing the LDoard was 
anxious to close the canvass at sometime. As 
to whether they should go on now or pot, the 
Board would of course determiue; and if 
objections were to be presented ou behalf of Mr. 
Farwell, he thotght it but fair to present them 
at once, and not wait until one set was disposed 
of and then go back, as that would involve the 
considoration of questions two or three tees, 

Mr. Root rejotwmed that his side would en- 
deavor to be as prompt as the other side had 
been in getting evidence. The parties had come 
to try the caee ex parte, with affidavits in their 
pocketa, and he would have no opportunity to 
contradict the affidavits if the Board decidei to 
KO into the question. 

Mr. Trumbull said it would be a new practice 
that a party, when be had filed his declaration 
and got his proof, should send the testimony to 
the other side. 

Mr. Root claimed that he had no chance to fils 
counter affidavits, and he objected to going on 
and trying the case ex parte, taking the testi- 
mony and statements of the other side. The 
testimony on both sides should be put in if, for 
instance, the First Precinct of the ‘T'wontieth 
Ward wastocomeup. It was not fair to proes 
him to a trial, when it was admitted that the 
other side had filed the declaration, and had the 
proof in their pockets. If the case was to bo 
tried on aftidavits in a sort of town-meeting way, 
he wanted his *‘ jaw” in. 

Mr. T umbull answered that that was an ox- 
traordinary statement. Did Mr. Root suppose

objections be must take his testimony to his ad- 
versary. Did any one ever hear of such a thing 
in a court? The testimony goes to the jury.

He should 
bring in the facts to sustain the statement that 
toere had been fraud and corruption such as for- 
bade the Board receiving the returns of certain 
precincts and counting the votes.

discovered the day previous. In the First Pre- | 
cinct of the Eleventh Ward, the returus wore | 


made to agree with the tally-iist, under the 
protest of Mr. Ward's friends. In the 
Palos returns the same defect was reme- 
died, to the detriment of Mr. Ingalis. 
In the Third Preeinct of the Twelfth 
Ward, the judges asked to change three votes in 
favor of Kearney, candidate for tho Legisla- 
ture. The canvassers not being in possession 
of the poll-books, the requea$ was refused. The 
returns from the Third Precinct of the Tenth 
Ward were corrected, but, after all, the precinct 
gave 244 votes for Ridgeway for Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. Sundry other corrections 
were made, but none to alter the result as al- 
ready published. 

The returos from the outside towns of the 
Third Congressional District were the first to re- 
ceive the attention of the Board. ‘The towns bo- 
ing through with, Judge Trumbull, for Mr. Le 


Moyne, gave notice that 
HE SHOULD PROTEST 

against the count.ng of the First Precinct in the 
Twentieth Ward, and the Second Precinct in the 
Town of Evanston, for reasons he had had re- 
duced to writing, aud which he held in bie hand. 
Lie said he also appeared for Mr. Kirk, who was 
candidate for ae in the Twentieth Ward 
at the late election, and that, in objecting to the 
admission of the returns of the First Precinct of 
the Twentieth Ward, he did so in the interest of 
both Messrs. Le Moyne and Kirk, and ia each 
case for substantially the same reasons 

Mr. Trumbull then placed the foliowing papers 
in the hands of Mr. Root, attorney for Mr. Far- 
well : . 

To the Hon, Hermann Lieb, Qe Hon, R.C. Hemill, and the 
Hon. J. Charles Haines, composing the Board oy Canvass- 
erscs the Liection Neturns af the County af Cook 
I,John V. LesMoyne,fdo respectfully represent to 

your honorable body that I was a candidate for Con- 

gress for the Third Congressional District of the State 
of Illinois at the generai election heid on the Jd inst, ; 
that I object wo the receiving or canvassing by you of 
the pretended return of said election from the First 

Precinct of the Twentieth Ward of the City of Chicago 

for the following reasous: 

First—That one of the judges and the clerk making 
said pretended return were personally disqual:fied 
from acting as such judge or such clerk, respectively. 

Seconua—That the votes cast at such precinct were 
not couuted and the result publicly announced without 
adjournment or recess after the opening of the polls, 
as required By law, but the ballot-box containing the 
said votes was exposed, subject to being tampered 
with, for days, 

/ jurd—That the votes cast in said precinct were not 
canvassed according to law, 

Fourth—That said election was iVegally, and fraudu- 
lently conducted by the judges in said precinct in ex- 
ciuding a challenger, in knowingly receiving illegal 
votes, and in other respects. 

And I further object to the receiving or canvassing 
by you of the pretended return of ssid election from 
the Second Precinct of Evanston, for the following 
reason: That one of the judges making said pretendc- 
ed return was personaly disqualified te in acting as 
such judge, and was not legally appointed as such 
judge of election, 

And I further object to the receiving or canvassing 
by you of the pretended return of saia election from 
the Third Precinct of tae Eighteenth Ward in said 
City of Chicago, for the following reason: That the 
judges of election in said precinct did not retgin the 
possession of the box containing the ballots cast’ at 
said election in said precinct from the time the poll 
closed until eaid box was returned to the County 
Cierk, but they deposited the same in a saloon un- 
sealed until some time on the 4th day of November 
inst.,and not in charge of any of the officers who 
conducted said election, until some time on gaid 4th of 
November inst., when they took it to some other 
pisce and recounted the votes, and then made up a 
tally anda pretended return, Respectfully,

I, James A. Kirk, do respectfully reprerent to your 
honorable Board that I was a candidate for the office 
of Alderman for the Twentieth Wardin the City of 
Chicago at the election held in said ward on Noy, 3, 
1874, 

That I object to the receiving or canvassing by you 
of the pretended return of said election from the 
First Precinct of said Twontieth Ward, for the follow- 
ing reasons : 

#irst—That one of the judges and one-clerk making 
such pretended return, were personally disqualified 
from acting as such judge and such cierk, repectively. 

Sceond—T iat the votes cast at said precinct were not 
counted nor the resuit publicly announced without 
adjournment or recess afier the opening of the polls 
of suid precinct, aa is by law required. 

Third—Thbat the votes cast in said precinct were not 
canvassed according to law, 

Fourth—That said election was fraudulently con- 
ducted by tae judges in said precinct in excluding a 
challenger, in xnowingly receiving illegal voies, aud 
in other respects, 

The foregoing objections are substantiated by sun- 
dry affidavits, which will be presented herewith to 
your honorable Board, Respectfully, 

JAMES KIRX, 

After examining the papers, 

MR. ROOT 

stated that he had expected objection, but not 
in the shape in which it had come. Mr. Swett 
had becn employed to assist him in the event of 
a contest, and he was unwilling to proceed in 
the matterin his absence. After some discussion, 
it was agreed that the objections should be heara 
in the afternoon at 2 o'clock, Mr. Root promis- 
ing to have Mr. Swett present at tnat bour, the 
precincts objected to to remain untouched in the 
meantime. The Board subsequently adjourned 
until 2 o’clock. 

The Board convene’ promptly at 2 o’clock, but 
the attorneys of either side of the contest were 
absent. The teenth Ward was commenced 


Mr. Root wanted the matter conducted fairly. 
All he asked was that Mr. Farwell should not be 
tried upoa testimony be knew nothing about, 
without opportunity to produce evidence. The 
Court could vot understand the proceedings 
waen the testimony was in tye pockets of coun- 
sel. 

MR, RWETT 
said he bad seen the objections for the first time 
just after comiug into the room. They were that 
certain precidcts should “be rejected from the 
count by reason of certain questions of fact 
which arose in regard to the manner of con- 
ducting the election; for instance, tbat 
the judges of election were not qualified; 
that there were irregularities in cenduct- 
ing the election st cértain~ places. He 
desired, in behalf of Mr. Farwell, that the case 
go over until 2 o'clock to-day,im order that he 
might have an opportunity to mvestigate the 
facts stated. It would seem to him extraordi- 
nary if a party should come into a case like this 
with objections and evidence, and one side alone 
be heard. If the Board heard and determined 
the questions at aijl, they ought to bear and de- 
termine it wpon the evidence of both sides. Hoe 
believed, for bis part, the law to be that the can- 
vassers were not judges of election, and that this 
was nota proper place to contest au election. 
‘The law had made ample provisions, if there 
were irregularities or frauds in any precinct, 
to vitiate the election, after both sides had had a 
full hearing in Court. But with the preliminary 
question, as to what should be done, it seemed 
to bim that tbere should be a full consideration 
of both sides, and that he should have a reason- 
able time to look into the papers and see what 
action he desired to take regarding them. 
MR. TRUMBULL 

did not propose to argue the question as to what 
irregularities could be then investigated. He was 
free to say thac be did not ask the Board to inves- 
tigate irregniaritios. He supposed the Board was 
not a proper body to investigate an election con- 
test ; but he claimed there was a fundamental 
defect that could not be cured,—aa irregularity 
could be cured,—andif there was such a defect 
it wae fatal. bat wasthe kindof a defect he 
should insist existed in certain precincts. 

Mr. Sweet said, assuming that to be so, was 
the Board to hear only one side? If that in- 
curable fact existed, should not both sides be 
heard regarding it ? 

Judge frumbull—Certainly. 

Mr. Swett—Then all I ask is a reasonable op- 
portunity to examine the papers and the facts al- 
leged in them in order to present the other side 
of the question, if there be another side to pre- 
pent. 

After consultation, the County Clerk an- 
pounced as the decision of the Board that Mr. 
Farwell must 

FILE HIS OBJECTIONS AT ONCE, 
and that at 10 o’clock this morning the Board 
would hear the case. 

Mr. Swett asked if new objections were filed 
would they be taken up in the morning ? 

The County Clerk said the general objections 
must be filed then, but new ones would be al- 
lowed in the morning. 

This question settled, the canvass of the re- 
turns from the Eighteenth Ward was proceeded 
with. When the Third Precinct was reached 
Mr. Le Moyne, by attorney, objected to its 
count. The remaining precincts of the ward 
were then counted without objection. In the 
Second Precinct of the Twentieth Ward 

A DISCREPANCY IN FAVOR OF MR. LE MOYNE 
was discovered. The taily list gave Mr. Farwell 
176 votes, while in the returns he was accredited 
with 186 votes. The Twentieth Ward being com- 
pleted, save the pine abe to which objection 
had been made, the Board adjourned until this 
moining at 10 o’clock, when the arguments of 
counsel touching the * objections” filed will be 
heard. 

As soon as the Board adjourned Messrs. Root 
and Swoet retired to an adjoining room to pre- 
pare theiz objection to the second Precinct of 
the Seventeenth Ward. After the lapse of an 
hour they returned, when Mr. Root stated that 
they had agreed 

NOT TO FILE ANY OBJECTIONS. 

He stated, however, that he did not object to 
the returns, but proposed to contend tbat the 
joard had no right to go back of tho returos 
from the First Preciact of the Twentieth Ward, 
or the returms from the Second lrecinct of 
Evanston. If the Board concludes to throw out 
these two precincts Mr. Le Moyne’s election will 
be secared. 

The Board then counted the Second Precinct 
of the Seventeenth Ward. 

The anxiety during the day was by no means 
confined to the Congressional candidates. 
Messrs. Ingalls and Robinson, candidates for the 
Siate Senate from the Seventh District, were on 
the anxious-seat, and the auxicty promises to 
lead toa contest. Mr. Ingalls bas for several 
days been engaged in copying the poil-books of 
his district and laboring to overcome Mr. Robin- 
son's apparent majority. 

A lively contest also sprung up during the day 
between 

MESSES. MILLER AND KEARNEY, 
candidates for Representatives from the Fourth 
District.2Both of these gentlemen claim election. 
The latter gentleman contends that in the 
Fourth Precinct of the Twelfth Ward he receiv- 
ed 136 votes, and that he was only accredited 
with receiving 62. He brought two of the 
judges before the Board to testify that 62

MICHIGAN AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE.

$1,000,QN0 to the revenue of ihe Department. 
The report describes the plan devised by the 
Third Assistant, and approved by the Post- 
master-Genera, for golleciing newspaper postage 
under the prepayment law, which is to go into 
effect next January, This system provides, in 
brief, for the prepay dy stamps affixed toa 
memorandum of mailing, or, in other words, toa 
stub in a book retained by the Postmaster at the 
maiing offwe, a receipt, showing the weicht oi 
the matter, and the amount paid, being given by 
the Postmaster to the person mailing the samo. 
The stamps affixed to the stub to be can- 
celled by acuttipg-puuch. It is expected that, 
notwithstanding the reduction of rates by 
the new law, this system of compulsory prepay- 
ment of newspaper postage will yield a larger 
revenue than has ever been collected. Compre- 
heusive inquiry seems to warrant the belief that 
in the City of New York alone, not less than 
$600,000 per annum will be paid, a sum which is 
little less than one-half of the entira revenue 
from newspaper postage throughout the United 
States during the fiscal year. It is, however, 
impossible to estimate the actual increase for 
the whole country, owing to that provision of 
the law which allows free mail circulation of 
newspapers in counties in which they are printed.

It was 
was then agreed to meet again at half-pasé ¥. 
At that hour George Rufer came m the back 
way, and Egnuer shut up his saloon. Thpn the 
three started upon their ghastly mission. 

They entered the taunery by the Gamble alley 
gate, to which Rufer hada key. it was a ke) 
which Schillag had lost a month or go before in 
the hay-loft, and could never tiad again. Kufer 
opened the door with this key, upon which they 
ail entered together, and theuv locked the door 
behind them, Rufer had in his hand the heavy 
stake of pine wood which was found upon the 
foliowing morning covered with blood. Ruater 
thea went and hid himself behind the tanbark, 
while the Engers concealed themselves in the 
shadows of the great posts. The night was very 
dark, but by degrees the eyes of the party be- 
coming more accustomed to the gloom, they were 
able to see within a few yards of them ou either 
side. 

hey waited half an hour before the victim's 
footsteps were heard echoing along the alle y. 
Kiufer saw him first. Whey all kept very quiet 
until Hermann Schilling had opened the Gambie 
alley gate and entered the stable, where he lit a 
eoal-gtl lamp, and began to rub down the horse, 
patting bin gentiy in the meantime. While he was 
thus engaged, the three murderers stole sofily 
to the door—Raufer first, Fried Kener next, and 
his father last. Schilling had left the stable- 
door open, and they eould watch him without 
being seen, even had his face been turned to- 
wardthem. As it was, however, his back was 
turned towards them, his hands being on the 
horse. Iiufer crept up very quietly without be- 
ing heard, and them raising the heayy club he 
carried, struck him a terrific blow on the back 
of the head. He staggered sideways, when Rufer 
struck bim two other murderous blows, qinck as 

ightning,.bringing down the ponderous stake 
With all the force of his sinewy arms. Then 
Schilling fell; but, recovering himself quickly, 
leaped up and grappled with hie red-bearded an- 
tagonist, for whom he wes almost a match in 
strength, seizing him by the face with his right 
hand. At that instant, however, Andreas 
Egner struck .him through the thigh 
with the  five-pronged dung-fork; then 
plunged the frightiul weapon thrice into his ab- 
domen as far as it could be driven, and after- 
ward forced it into his side. Ali this time Rufer 
was pounding his head with the club, - He fell 
again, erying, **Oh, God! yon are killing me!”’ 
and tried to suriek out to Rufer for merey. He 
bad only been able to ejaculate, ‘‘Oh, Ruf—!’ 
when Rufer seized him by the throat, while the 
savage old Egner plunged the hideous fork again 
and again into his quivering abdomen. He 
moaned @ little, and ceased to struggle. The 
whole struggie scarcely occupied two minutes. 

Then they allheld a comsultaiion as to how 
they shouid hide the bleeding body. lufer first 
proposed the vats as affording a good hiding- 
place, and seizing the body by the feet, dragged 
it in that direction. Sudddenly he stopped, and 
whispered to Enger, ‘‘ No; we would get caught 
that way; 1°ll slam him into the furnace.” 

Ile carried the body there by himself, opened 
the furnace door, and attempted to force it into 
the opening. Finding it too heavy, he called the 
others to hisaid. Fred Egner seized the bleed- 
ing body by the middle, his father holding the 
ieet, and Rufer the head and shoulders. The 
body still stuck in the opening, and Fred seized 
a loug iron bar, with which he aitempied to 
force the body through the opening. He proved 
too weak, however, to accomplish this ; where- 
upon the sinewy RKufer snatched the implement 
from him, aad, with one vigorous push, the body 
fairly flew in. [Here the boy was very carefuliy 
questioned as to whether Shilling was still alive 
when they forced him into the furnace. He 
answered: ‘*I don’t know; he didn’t speak, and 
I didn’t see him move, We did not see anything 
more of him after he went intothe furnace. i 
thought he was dead because he didao’t speak.”) 

After this the parities washed their bauds and 
departedhome. George Rufer washed his hands 
in the beam-bouse, aud went off by Gamble eal- 
ley, locking the gate after them, while the Eg- 
ners went into the saloon and looked for some 
beer, but could not findany. ‘lhen they washed 
their hands at the bydrant in the yard and went 
to bed. ‘The whole work did pot occupy more 
than twenty minutes. It was fifteen minutes 
after 10 when they entered the saloon to get 
something to driuk. 

Soon afier this horrible confession had been 
taken down, the boy expressed his willingness to 
make a similar confeseion to Dr. Maley. ‘he 
energetic Coroner was soon on the ground, with 
hia clerk, aud the following waa taken down in 
the boy's own words, and signed by him in the 
presence of several witnesses. We reprint it 
verbatim, as it differs in some minor details 
frum the previous one: 

THE OFFICIAL REPORT OF TAE CONFESSION : 

At9 p.m. Seturday, Luter came to my father’s 
saloon, 153 Findlay street, and esid he was going to get 
Hermann out of his job, My father said that was 
right. At balf-past 9 my father, Rufer, and soyse!f 
went over in the tan-yard, RKufer had a key to the 
back-door gate, We wemt in thai way, Rufer went be- 
hind the tan-baxrk pile; father and myself bid behind 
the posts (supporting the tam-bari shed}. My father 
and George said, before we went over to the tan-yard : 
‘We will co over and kill that Low-Dutch son of a 
bitch.” We watehed for helfan hour until Hermann 
Schilling came, He cagne in through the Gamble alley 
gaiec, about 10 o'clock, George had a long piece of 
wood. Hermann lit a small lantern and went into 
the stable to’rub the horse, George Rufer went into 
the stable after him, and hit Hermann two or three 
times over ithe head with this piece of wood. He 
fell, but got up immediately. Rufer siruck him 

: He got up the second time. Hermann hailooed 
“Watch [°° and * Murder!” when Rufer seized him by 
‘he threat. and Sebilupg scratched him in the face, 
My father took the fivt-pronged fork end stabved him 
in the bowels once or twiee, end in the leg onceor 
twice, The dogs did not bark, as they knew George. 
Then Gearge got bold ef Hermann by the icgs, pulied 
him out in the yard, end wauted to throw him in the 
vat. George sucdeniy said to my futuer tay We will be 
found out,” ‘Then George piled him over to the fur- 
nace, George tad hold of ais head, Thad him round 
the body, and my fether had bold of his iews, I got 
the vake that is used for pwiling ont tho asker, and 
tried to pul) him im with it, but failed. Then George 
took it from meand pusbed bim in the furnace with 
ii. Then George woul to the boarnal wee and washed

closed on him, Fred quietly remarked: ** No, 1

Ap hour more was speat in vain efforts to in- 
duce Rufer to talk. The truth evidently tremb!es 
on his lips, but, clinging to delnsive hope, he 
stili incoherently asserts innocence. 

REARRESTED. 

Under orders of Chief Kierstead, John Holler- 
bacb, the loquacious witness, was ren: rested last 
night and locked up im the Oliver Street Station- 
House. It is thought that this young man was 
either lying from the first or knew all about the 
murder. Jt is a curious fact that young Eguer, 
in his confession, denies having heard Holler- 
bach’s eileced calls to Schilling. 

[t may be well in this connection to say some- 
thing regarding the unfortunate and frail little 
girlwhose urhappy death had so much to do 
with the hideous tragedy we have chronicled. 

PRETTY JULIA EGNER 

was quite a favorite in the neighborhood for 
e0ine years ; and 80 innocent in appearance, that 
few, not having proof positive, placed any faith 
in the scandals whispered of her, She was very 
fair, with that waxy, mezzotint complexion ai- 
most peculiar to American-born German girls; 
very plump, bright, and playfuliy aaucy, and 
possessing guitea graceful and womanly iigure, 
althongh only between 15 and 16. years of age. 
Her father was never very kind to her it seems, 
from what the neighbors eay; aud it is well 
known thet he made use of her beauty to decoy 
customers to his saloon. She would often wait 
upon the young brewers and butchers, coopers 
and tanners, who dropped in of an evening w 
drink beer and gossip. Moreover, she was 
a capital card-player; and many & yourg 
mecbapie in that neighborhood will remem- 
ber having played a game of euchre with 
S sereiy pretty daughter. It is not to be won- 
déred at that the poor girl, thus exposed by her 
own fatherto every possible temptation, should 
in her youth and giddiness and affeetionate dis- 
position falas hundreds of young women, far 
more carefully brought up, have fallen. It 
must not be supposed, however. that her father 
or brother knew anght of this until the evening 
when Herman Schilling was fownd in her arms, 
and made his escape through the window. 
That wae ~>e first the iamily learned of the giri’s" 
shame, e@® naturally the Egnera regarded Her- 
mann as her seducer. In this, however, they 
were at fault. Julia had many lovers, long before 
Hermann was found in ber bed-room. They 
used to climb w at pight through the 
window of her bed-room, on the weat 
side of tke building; as many in that 
neighborhood have testified to the present writer 
and others. The guilt of her seduction does not 
lie upon the memory of the unhappy man who 
was so terribly sacrificed; and the fatber is not 
less to blame than the real criminal. 

Whatever may have been his conduct toward 
the girl previously, it became absolutely fiendish 
on the discovery of her sin. He knocked her 
down, beating and kicking her savagely, al- 
though the miserable creature was already in an 
advanced condition of preguaney. This is not 
a mere rumor, but a well-known fact. The 
girl was not only thus brutally treated, but 
driven into an out-house. The mother's 
heart, indeed, still yearned toward the unfor- 
tunate cluld, but the father remained inflexible 
in his cruelty. He first banished her to an out- 
house, and subseqnently compelled her to go to 
the hospital, despite the remonstrances of the 
mother. She dird there, as has already been 
stated, of cancer of the vulva on the right side, 
before the child was born; and the fata] disease 
is said to have been caused by the father’s brota! 
kicks. After her death he strictly forbade the 
mentioning of her name by any of the family. 
Oid Egner has done a good business, and is actn- 
ally said to be worth between thirty and forty 
thousand dollars. 

FURTHER TESTIMONY. 

Ornorynatl, O., Nov. 11,—Further testimony 
was iaken in the inquest on the remains of 
Herman Schilling. The important feature of it 
was the discovery of a key in the ashes of the 
furnace where his body was burned. The key is 
identitied as the one Schilling used that night to 
lock the inside gate. ‘his will aid materially in 
identifying ibe remains. 

The second confession of young Egner was 
read to him to-day, and he swears to ita truth, 
The others do not confess, 

THE VERDICT. 

The verdict of the Coroner's Jury is, that An- 
dreas Egner and George Rufer killed the de- 
ceased, and that Frea Egner was an accessory. 

Egoer’s second confession was obtained after 
much pcrsuasion and promises thet it would be 
much better for bm to tell the whole truth. 
The parties who obtained it were not detbotives 
nor officers of the law. 

RUFER MAKES A OONFESSION, 

George Ruter bas made a confeasion to-night 
to the Coroner, It required three hours te get 
the whole matier from him. His story is that he 
was drank; thathe hai been that day dis- 
charged, and Andreas Egner told bim he would 
not have to work so hardif he would belp «ill 
Schilling. He says he was so drunk he hardly 
knew what he was about. He then details the 
murder much as young Egner did, only he charges 
all active participation in the deed on young 
Egner and his father, and says he only kept 
waich and kept the dogs quiet. ‘The indigna- 
tion 18 SO great among the Germans that a 
double watch is kept about tlre ja’) to prevent 
lynching.

That imperiai juggler, Don Carlos. is making 
fresh trouble between France and Spain. He is 
now on French soil, and the French authorities 
have been officially requested to arrest him 
They have looked for him, as directed by the 
Spanish Embassy, and they have not found him. 
It will be remarked wpon as singular at Madrid 
and Berlin that the Spanish officers had precise 
information of the whereabouts of the refugee, 
being able to designate the house occupied by 
him, while the French authorities were so slow 
and ignorant as to permit his escape.

An amusing diplomatic feint has been made by 
he Russian Government in the matter of the 
Peace Congress at Brussels. The Congress, it 
is well known, was sterile ; not a single result 
of valuo was reached by it ; yet Russia pow asks 
that the conclusions of the Conference be em- 
bodied in a treaty between the nations whose 
representatives signed the agreement. France 
and Great Britain not agreeing, it is impossible 
for any power in Europeto sign the proposed 
treaty; and the Russian Government is well 
aware of this fact. The purpose of the renewed 
negotiations possibly is to Jend an air of respect- 
ability to the Peace Congress, ani then bury it 
in such style as to gratify its frir-nds, 


Gentlemen with political agyvirations who may 
think of following in the footsteps of tho in- 
imitable Etter will not be encouraged to do so 
by the official election returns. Etter is Super- 
intendent of Public Instructicm fast enough, but 
his success is not one to be‘proud of. His ma- 
jority is 8,000 less than thr combined vote for 
Carroil and Gore, the Oppwsition candidates for 
State Treasurer. In scme counties his name 
did- not appear on the Opposition ticket 
at all, and in othezs it was scratched by half 
the voters. This is the way the people treat 
politicians who make false professions. If 
Etter bad beem a candidate for any cfiice in 
which be would have had to deal with the cur- 
rency or liquor questions, he would have been 
forced to defme his privciples, if be has any; 
and the result would have been the loss of either 
the Farmers’ or the Democratic vote. Probably 
the men who voted for Etter are prepared to 
explain how a person without principles, or with 
two sets of opposing principles, can superintend 
exceliently the education of the youth. We 
shouid like to bmve this problem in ethics solved. 


A FUNDAMENTAL ISSUE. 

The statement made by Tue Taisunez, that ‘A 
party is simply a voluntery organization of citi- 
zens united to carry into effecé certain principles 
and purposes,” is criticised by one of the jour- 
nals of the day which affects contempt for the 
judgment and opinions of the public, and con- 
stitutes a sort of oracle which mankind must 
obey. in the case of the sheet in question there 
is not even the pretense of independent journal- 
ism ; that paper is a party to itself, and meets 
the proverbial success of the man qwho acts as 
his own attorney. 

It is argued that members of both political 
parties are divided on various ques‘fons, and 
that, being so divided, they are held together by 
some bond which precludes the idea of voiun- 
tary organization ; and we are challenged to sug- 
gest any necessity for any party or zanization, or 
to indicate any point wherein the two parties 
have, as such, any material difference. There 
have been opposing parties from, the foundation 
of the Government, and opposed to each other 
upon certain principles of Government. That 
separation of parties on that same  prioci- 
ple exists to-day as strongly as it ever 
did. One of the fundamental questions 
at issue is, Is the Umted States a 
nation, with a distinct and defined nationality, 
possessing all tho powers and atixibutes neces- 
sary tothe maintenance and preservation of a 
nation, exclusively sovereign, and commanding 
the allegiance of all the people ? or, Is it a mere 
confederacy of indepewdent States, each being 
sovereign in itself, holding merely delegated 
powers, and existing, not by the cansent of the 
people in the aggregaie, but of the ‘ States,” 
each acting for itse.f? On that question there 
was a division at the beginning of the Govern- 
ment. Washingfon and Hamilton took the one 
side, Jefferson and Madison the other. Ata 
later day Webster represented the one side and 
Calhoun the other; and at a still later period this 
fundamental question was represented on the 
one‘*nand by Lincoln and on the other by Jeff 


‘Dervis. Parties have changed their names many 


times since the adoption of the Constitution, but 
ie underlying principle on“which they have op- 
posed each other has always been the same. 

The Republican party of to-day adhares to the 


| doctrine so frequautly discussed previous to the 
| Civil War, that this is a nation ; thatthe name, 


the United States of America, myeans a distinct 
nationality, an aggregate people, and does not 
mean merely the union of so many independent 
Stutes or nations as allies for the common de- 
fionse. It adheres to the doctrine as ex- 
pounded by Webster, that the people 
are citizens of the United States, and 
| citizens in the full sense of the term of 
States, because they are citizens of the United 
States; that they owe an allegiance to the 
Union directly and exclusively, and not through 
the “States”; ami that this allegiance is as 
wholly due to the United States as it would be if 
there were no Stgyte organizations at all. This 
tnion of Stateg isa perfect union, and not a 
mere confeder@tion ; it isa nation, sovereign in 
itself for all the purposes set forth in the Con- 
stitution. It is exchusively sovereign in every- 
thing essential to the existence of a nation. As 
time has developed imperfections or needed 
grants of power in the Constitution, the people 
have added to that Constitution everything es- 
sential to complete the supreme authority of the 
nation. It is not only sovereign as regards ex- 
ternal affairs, but is equally so in all inter-State 
matters. It is sovereign in all controversies be- 
tween States, and between citizens or residents 
of different States. The powers of this nation 
are to be administered exclusively by a Govern- 
ment composed of the President, Congress, and 
the Federal Judiciary. 

How has the Democratic party stood on this 
fundamental question? I: has followed Calhoun 
as he followed the earlier exponents of State 
sovereignty. This party has beld that this was 
a confederacy of States, and not a nation. That 
the “‘ States " were sovereign, and thatthe Gen- 

| That tile allayianbe ef the citizen is due primarily 


to his State, and to the General Government 
cnly through the State. That the Union de- 
pended on the voluntary consent of the several 
States, and that each State was the sole judge 
for itself of its own rights as a sovereignty in 
the Union, and of its obligations to the other 
States. The ** Confederate States” which had 
its Government in Richmond from 1861 to 1865 
was founded upon this Democratic theory of a 
union of sovereign States. 

The difference between these two schools of 
thought and theory as represented by the two 
parties of the day resulted in the Civil War of 
1861, and for four years the struggle for a na- 
tioual existence hung upon the fortunes of that 
War, The nation was preserved by armz. Force 
overcome for the time the opposing force of 
State sovereignty. But the Democratic party of 
1874 is no less devoted to that theory of gov- 
ernment than it was in 1860, and, despite the 
War, despite all the logic of events, despite all 
the past, it insists to-day, as it has ever done, 
that the Union or the nation is but the creation 
of the States, drawing its powers from thoir 
grant, and dependent on their consent for its 
continued existence. Onthis question there isa 
radical difference between the Republican party 
and the Democratic party. Tho iatter insists 
tha: the American Untion is like that which ex- 
isted in Germany whee a number of independ- 
ent States and sovereigns wero lirked together 
in some kind of Bund, and not like the consol- 
idated German nationality which has succeeded 
that unstable, weak, and forever-disturbed rola- 
tion. 

Though the War ended in crushing the armed 
rebeilion of State sovereignty, it has not ex- 
tinguished the sertiment. That is the funda- 
mental principle upon which the Democratic 
party depends for existence. Should that party 
obtain the ascendency and secure control of the 
Executive, legislative, and judicial branches of 
the Governmeut, it cannot disembarrass itself 
of thistheory. To excludeit would be to ex- 
clude the only distinguishing principle on which 
it rests. It must of neceesity administer the 
Government upon that theory, and what does 
that irclude? 

In the firat place, it must act on the assump- 
tion that the War to coerce sovereign States was 
unjustifiable and unconstitutional; that the 
property destroyed in tha: alleged illegal inva- 
sion Of, sovereign States must be compensated ; 
that the citizens of those States, having acted 
under the compnision of tae sovereignty to 
which their first alleriance was duc, must be 
placed on the same fooling as all other citizens, 
and must be compensated ont of the General 
Treasury for all losses and damages sustained 
by them during the War. We need not detail 
where this will lead to, nor speculate upon the 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, of 
needed to make good to the Southern States and 
people their loases and their damages in thus 
making the cost of the Rebeilion a debt of the 
nation. 

Against the recognition of any euch principle 
of government, and agaist the active revival of 
this destructive theory of State sovereignty, and 
againgy®, the administration of the Government to 
reverse all the practical results of tho War, the 
Republicans of the U:jited States will continue 
members of a ** voluntamy organization,” bound by 
no chain stron gerthan sm attachmonttothe Union, 
the maintenance of the United States as a pa- 
tion among nations of the earth, and to prevent 
its segregation and disintegration into a eon- 
federacy of potty States, cach assuming the airs 
and consequence of a distinct natuonality. Thas 
there is an absolute necessity for such a party no 
rational mind can question, and so long as that 
necessity exits so long will the Repablican 
party cling together for the common geod and 
the commop sa/ety. 


THE DYTY OF THE RBELIGF AND AID 
SOCTETY. 

The Belief and Aid Society has held its annual 
meeting, elecied its officers, and is putting itself 
in good sbepe for ite important work during the 
winter, which is clore upon us. The indications 


| are that this work will be more pressing and ar- 


duous than was expecied or anticipated, owing 
to the dullness of lebor and the reduction of 
manufactures, and that many workmen may be 
out of employment dutring the winter. There is 
special need, therefore, that the Society should 
be more than ord:nari'y careful and discriminat- 
ing in the use of its funds, so that its money 
may not be thrown ewey upon the uadeserving. 
While it is the prime duty of our citizens and of 
this Society to relieve the unfortunate, there are 
occasions when char:ty is liitie Jess than a crime 
against society, and/the bestowal of relief offers 
a premium for lazisess, beggary, and dissolute- 
ness. There is a very considerable element of 
the laboring class whicb, knowing that there is 
some money in the treasury of the Society. and 
that it can rely upon charity during the winter, 
makes no provision for the inciement season 
during the working months, but squanders its 
earnings, believing it will be provided for when 
it is out of work. There are thousands of 
others living in the coun ry, working in the fields 
during the summer maniths, who have found out 
that they can live in the city during the winter 
without work, and therefore throng in here as 
winter approaches. They squander their money 
for whisky and licentious purposes. It goes 
into the police courts and pays Bridewell fines. 
None of it ever gots into the savivgs-banks. 
Then, when they get out of money, tiey threw 
themselves upon the Relief Societies and the pri- 
vate charities of citizens, and live until the sum- 
mer months come round again. Itis from these 
two improvident and vagabondixh classes that 
Communism recruits its ranks, and it has re- 
cruited very rapidiy since the Great Fire in this 
city. Thus banded together, they threaten the 
peace of society, interfere with sober, industri- 
ous, and economical classes of workingmen, or- 
ganize themselves against the laws, and demand 
that those who have been industrious and frugal, 
and who have saved money for winter use, shall 
divide their earnings with them. This 
form of Communism has taken deep 
root here since the fire, and is making the most 
desperate efforta to perpetuate itself, and to 
compel the community to carry those through 
the winter who have saved nothing through the 
summer. 


Against this worthless class of society the Re- 
lief and Aid Society should contend to the last. 
No man should be encouraged in squandering 
his earnings for whisky and sensual iuduigences. 
No man able to work, and refusing to work when 
the chance is offered him, should receive one 
cent from charity. The world does noi owe any- 
thing toa man who won’t work or save his sur- 
plus earpings, nor is it a duty to support him. 
To do so isacrime against society,—a discrimi- 
nation in favor of vagabonds and loafers against 
industrious and economical people. 8o far as is 
possible or pracucable, the aid of the Society 
should take the shape of providing work for the 
unwillingly uvemployed, and, when a mano 
who has work offered bim won't work, then he

should be left to take care of himself as he best 
can. There are plenty of unfortunates who can- 
not work, plenty of sick, weak, and suffering 
to engage the atvention of the Society, without 
having its funds wasted upon able-bodied loaf- 
ers and vagrants, who have deliberately deter- 
mined to live upon charity. Let these men un- 
derstand that they cannot sponge a living out of 
the Society and they will be compelled: to help 
themselves. 

There is another form of beggary which is 
simply a public nuisance and ought to be extir- 
pated at once. We refer to sireet-beggary. 
Whole troops of these mendicants are now trav- 
ersing the city. going from door to door solicit- 
ing alms, men, women, and children, many of 
them able-bodied. With regard to this class, there 
are two duties which ought to be performed, 
First, citizens should refuse them help. The 
Relief and Aid Society was organized to provide 
for their wants. ‘They should go there for help, 
and, when they do go there, the Society shouid 
rigidly investigate their circumstances before 
giving them relief. In the second place, the au- 
thorities should suppress this form of mendi- 
cancy. The city ordinances are stringent io 
their provisions againet it, and it is the duty of 
the police to enforce them. As the police ap- 
pareptly have nothing else to do, it is certainly a 
pertinent question to ask why the Police Board 
does not set its men at work to execute the laws 
against streeit-besgery. There is still another 
class of halt, lame, blind, crippled, and 
deformed beggars who make street-corner aud 
curb-stone beggary a professional employmont. 
These, too, should be compelled to desist. The 
means of help have besa provided for this class 
in ample abundanca, and they ought to be ban- 
ished from the etreeis ai once. 

The Relief and Aid Scciety is engaged in a 
great and noble work, but should not allow its 
work to be diverted from its proper channols. 
By careful discrimination and pradent manage- 
ment, there necct he no real suffering in this cily 
this winter; but, as the number of applicants 
will without doubt be largely increased, it is due 
to those who are really unfortunate, and it is 
alzo due to the industrious and frugal classes 
of the city, that loafers, vagabonds, Communists, 
and street-beggars should be discountenanced. 


WHAT WILL CONGRESS DO? 

The Forty-third Congress does not expire un- 
til the 8d of March, 1875. That Congress bas a 
two-third Republican majority in both Houses. 
Tt has ita responsibilities which 1¢ cannot escape. 
It wili have to make the appropriations and con- 
trol the expenditures of the Government until 
June 30, 1876, or until the very eve of the Presi- 
dential election. The overwhelming majority of 
1872 proved, perhaps, a weakness to the Repub- 
lean party in Copgross. ‘There was a generel 
rush for the Treasury. The Congress of 1872-3 
voted seventeen millions of dollars moro for the 
support of the Government than ihe modest oc- 
cupants of the various Dopartments asked for ; 
and this was not only expended, but a deficiency 
of $4,054,000 was voted next year to square the 
account. ‘The following figures sbow the ex- 
penditures for the past three years:

For 1874, neariy $25,000,000 was appropriated 
more than for the previous yoar. It was all 
spent, and, in spite of the panic which brought 
ruin and dosolation all over the country. the 
ueads of Departments had the face to ask for 
about $20,000,000 more for 1875 than they had 
bad for 1874. The Secretary of War spent $44,- 
000,000 on a skeleton army, supposed to be 
30,000 men, bué really not more than three- 
fourths that number, and wanted and asked 
All the 
Departments were clamereus for more taxes to 
be put on the people to raise moro money for 
them to spond. 

Congress, however, cut down the estimates 
and voted seventeen and a half millions less than 
the previous year, but stili nine millions moro 
than in 1878. The deficiency bilis which these 
departmental tax-eaters will present this year 
will be curiosities. It ought to be made a penal 
offense for a Bureau oificer to run the Govern- 
meut iv debt when he is refused the moncy he 
asks for. This crime is committed every year, 
and it ia time it was neremptorily prohibited. 

There will be some tempting pickings offered 
to Congress next winter. There is the Northern 
Pacific and South Pacific Railroad jobs, asking 
for Sftv millions each. The Centennial expects 
five to ten millions for the great Philadelphia 
show. The Southern claims for war damages, 
which may be stretched, gum-elastic fashion, 
anywhere from fifty to five hundred millions. 
Ail these jobs must be put away; the Republic- 
an Congress must not touch one of them. 

The Republicans have but oue duly to perform, 
and thatis to retrench. It should have done 
so years ago. All useless officials should be dis- 
missed, all useless expenditures cut off, and that 
retrenchmeat introduced into national affairs 
that has been enforced upon all private corpora- 
tions aud individuajs. This retrenchment can 
be greatly facilitated by a return to a constitu- 
tional currency. Congress has not acted on this 
policy. It has been lavish in the extreme. The 
most ingenious means have been devised to ex- 
tract money from the Treasury. The tax-grabbers 
have had their full swing, and have gone on in- 
creasing the public expenditure. The following 
figures show the increase in a few items from 


1868 to 1873:

Twenty items like these ehow an increase from 
$43,097,234 in 1868, to $68,832,093 in 1873, or an 
increase of $25,735,859. This in place of the 
general reduction which ought to have followed 
the restoration of peace. 

Now let this Congress prepare for 1876 by a 
general reduction. Let it not leave this work 
for the Democrats. Let it make a clean sweep 
of every extravagance, so that their successors 
will have nothing to revise, and no Republican 
abuses to talk about.

In the same one hundred counties the yote for 
Governor, two years ago, was: Oglesby, Repub- 
lican, 208,026; Koerner, Opposition, 174,523. By 
comparison with the vote for State Treasurer 
(which presevts the highest total), there is a 
loss of 68,246 votes ; aad, by comparison with 
the vote for Superintendent (which presents the 
united front of the Opposition), Powell runs 
68,484 behind Oglesby’s vote, while Itter runs 
only 4,451 belaind Kowrner’s vote. Thess figures 


tell their own story. Itter’s plurality, now 22,- 
600, will be increased to about 30,000 by the 
yotes of .Cook and Franklin Counties, which 
alone remain to be reported. In like manner 
Ridgway’s majority, now 43,700, will be reduced 
to about 36,000 in the final count. The aggre- 
gate vote of the State, estimating 52,000 for 
Cook and Franklin Couaties, will be about 366,- 
009, against a total of 317,189 in 1670, when, as 
now, & State Treasurer and Superintendent were 
elected. 


The petition presented to the Common Coun- 
cil for the reorganization of the City of Chicago 
under the General Incorporation act was signed 
by 15,079 legal voters of the city, which far ex- 
ceeds the number required by law. This petition 
should have been acied upon at once, but instead 
of that the Council igacres it, and adjourns each 
session in a hurry to avoid recognizing it. It is 
now understood that the bummer element, which 
is in the majority in the Council, has deter- 
mined to defeat the wishes of the great majority 
of the tax-payers of Chicago by a succegsion of 
delays. When the Council sees fit to recognize it, 
it will be referred to the Committee, perhaps, 
on ‘* County Relations.” Thence it wiil go to 
other committees, and will thus be bandied 
back aud forward from one committee to 
another until it reaches the Judiciary 
Commitiee, wiih, instructions to procure 
an opinion on the subject from the 
Corporation Counsel. This will take a long 
time, and by that time they fancy the public in- 
terest will have died away and they can drop the 
matter without attracting public attention. This 
action of the Council is a deliberate insult to the 
tax-payers of Chicago. It is their business and 
duty to act upon this petition at once, and order 
the election. If the people don’t want to re- 
organize the city uuder the new charter, they will 
Bo express themselves at the polls. Butif they 
want to do it, the law gives them the right, and 
in taking any measures to hinder or defeat the 
wishes of the people, one way or the other, 
the Council is insulting the people and 
setting the law at defiance. This is in 
effect a Democratic Council. Do the Demo- 
cratic tax-payers approve of this outrageous 
proceeding? For this attempt of the bummers 
to evade their duty because they fear that they 
may be left out in the cold, for this studied in- 
suit to the people of this city, for this defiance 
of the right of the people to express their 
wishes at the ballot-box, the Democratic party 
will bo held responsible. Meanwhile, it is the 
duty of the tax-payers of this city, and especially 
of the Citizens’ Association, not to relax their 
efforts ; not to lose sight of this petition; not to 
allow it to be delayed from time to time; but to 
demand, in a manner which can be understood, 
that the requests of the people of Chicago sball 
be aitended to, and attended to at once. 


TRADES-UNION FUNDS. 

Some of the trades-uvions of this country and 
Evugland have accumulated large sums of money. 
One English society claims a_ capital - of 
$2,000,000. Another has over $1,000,000. Itis 
but natural that these enormous sums in the 
bands of men unaccustomed to the use of money 
and ignorant of the alphabet of political econo- 
my should be misapplied. In too many cases 
they are worse than wasted. Men shirk work 
because they know they will get a regular stipend 
from an overflowing treasury by asking for it. 
They strike, foolishly and vainiy, because they 


know that tieir union will pay them while idle, 
aod they like such easy methods of earning 
money. Even when neceasity forces operatives 
to strike, the funds given them are still wasted. 
They are spent unproductively for the sup- 
port of men who do nothing in return, 
So much capital is destroyed. The workingmen 
are therefore worse off than before. They have 
Gissipated a great part of the funds of their 
union, end have almost certainly got no satis- 
factory returns for the money, and thoy hava 
Ciminished the stock of the world’s capital, and 
have therefore leesened the chances of future 
employment for thomselves and for all toilers. 
For the labor dono in ibis world is measured by 
The more capital, the more labor. The 
SO, in wasting thou- 
sands of dollars by spendimg it anproductively, 
these unions of workingmen barm workingmen 
Labor, having 
gained some capital, uses the weapon against, 
instead of for, the employe. It might so readily 
be used for his advantage that this error needs a 
protest. In very many cases it would be 
cheaper for a trades-union to set up a lot of iis 
members in business on their own account than 
to support them during a strike. Why should it 
not doso? The danger of this course would be 
that the inexperience of the men might wreck the 
enterprise. To avoid this peril, the union 
inight devote its surplus funds, from time to 
time, to enabling its members to buy an interest 
in the shops in which they are employed. There 
are few employers who would not be willing, for 
ready cash, to form an industrial partnership 
with their mon on the pian which the Briggs 
Brothers’ experiment has made famous. A loan 
to men thus taken into partnership, secured by 
mortgage on their stock, would be as safo as any 
investment. In this way a trades-union could 
gradually make ail its members independent, in- 
stead of keeping them and their successors poor. 
It is because this productive use of the capital 
accumulated by labor is so easy that its uopro- 
duciive waste is inexcusable.

THE B. & O. RAILROAD. 

The rumor that the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road Company has so far departed from the 
policy it has heretofore maintained, and joined 
in what is known as the Saratoga combination, 
whereby all the Eastern trunk railways fix an 
arbitrary rate of freight divisions with the Wost- 
ern roads, has, to the relief of the public, been 
denied. No railroad has ever been brought 
to the West under more favorable circumstances 
tian the Paltimore & Ohio Railroad. The people 
of this city and of the whole Northwest have 
welcomed it with no ordinary interest. They 
have admired its independence and have antici- 
pated the most beneficial results therefrom. A 
direct trade with Baltimore has been looked 
forward to with the liveliest anticipations, and, 
if that road maintain its ®thdependent policy, 
there can be no doubt that in five years the rail- 
road trade between Chicago and Baltimore will 
surely equal any railroaa trade that has ever ex- 
isted between Chicago and New York. Last winter 
the road, though laboring under the disadvant- 
age of no direct convection with this city, did an 
immense transportation trace in grain to Dalti- 
more. It carried off the surplus reccipts réeach- 
ing this city, and gave employment toall the 
Western roads during tke winter. Ali over the 
Northwest, wherever there is a point reached by 
rail, the people are looking to the eampletion of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad with hardly less 
anxiety than if there were no other truvk-jine 
tothe East. They are waitiug to ship all they 
have to send by that rgad. It is unnecessary to

Atlantic port of our foreign trade, is already 
favorably and warmly anticipated. 

The Baltimore & Obio Railroad bas commend- 
ed itself to the people of the West because of its 
past independent policy and of its ability to 
maintain that independent policy. Its financial 
condition is such as to render it free from tho 
embarrassing pecessities which control other 
roads. Its capital stock of only fifteen millions 
when contrasted with the stock and bonds of 
other trunk-roads exceeding an average of a hun- 
dred millions of dollars each, speaks volumes for 
the honesty and fidelity of iis management. In- 
stead of being embarrassed in its conditions, it 
has a surplus of thirty millions of dollars of ac- 
cerned earnings. Under these circumstances it 
has no occasion to enter into alliances offensive 
or defensive with any other truuk lines, as they 
are not and cannot be its rivals; they are 
so heavily laden with debt and watered 
stock that they canrot compete with s 
route that owes no debt and has a surplus of 
means. It has the field practically to itself. 
None of these roads can touch the trade to and 
from Baltimore and the South, and why it should 
now, on the opening of its road to this city, 
abandon its past policy and make monopoly terms 
with the more northern routes, cannot be undor- 
stood by the people of the West. The public will 
rejoice that there is no truth in all this, and that 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad will not destroy the 
general feeling in ita favor by entering into any 
combination with the companies whose past 
management bas been so disastrous as to render 
extortion a matter of necessity. 


It now appears that the tables are turned 
against Miss May Chamberlayne, plaintiff in the 
renowned case of Chamberlayne versus Holmes, 
for breach of promise of marriage. The lady is 
barely 15 years old, the defendant more than 50. 
It appears from the record that Mr. John Bute 
Holmes is not exactly the persoa nice little girls 
picture to themselves as model husbands. Fas- 
tidious fiancees might even regard him aga dis- 
gusting. As a forger he secured a sentence of 
tifieen years’ imprisonment on Dec. 21, 1857, 
but, aiter serving five years, was pardoned ont 
more Americano, and resumed his pre-peniten- 
tial pursuits with much relish and satisfaction. 
During the War he seduced, among other con- 
fiding pereons, the wife of a -Brooklyn police- 
man, aud, when the injured busband called on 
him to step down and out and leave Brooklyn as 
a residence, Mr. Holmes humbled him with a 
bullet. He was tried for the murder, found 
guilty of manslaughter, and sentenced to 
a second seasou in Sing Sing. During 
the pendency of the appeal, this astute 
person went to Europe, and on his 
return was clapped into the Penitentiary. 
Here he remained but one year, having been 
pardoned out a second time according to the 
manners and customs of the American prison 
system. Since then the Police Magistrates pave 
continually fined him for filthy behavior, while 
angry ladies kept the clerks busy filling out war- 
rants for his arrest on various complaints. Ail 
things considered, this must weaken May Chem- 
berlayne’s suit for $50,000. No jury in the 
world can be convinced that in failing to marry 
such a mooster as Mr. Holmes littie May has 
suffered such damages. Indeed, had she tho 
money, she should be made to pay it for escaping 
from his clutches, especially as he has several 
wives to Lear from. 

hen s sleeping-car by leaping from a bridge, 
rolliug down an embankment, or other frisky 
behavior, forfeits public confidence, it ceases to 
bo a sleeping-car, and usually ceazes to be any- 
thing atall. But when such a coach, after de- 
iiberately lulling a dozen or more passengers to 
sleep, takes iire with the intention of cremating 
the slumbering occupants, something more 
should be said about it.

Unfortu- 
nately the old gentleman lost bis senses as well as 
bis money, and was carried out more dead than 
alive. The car was a total wreck, and the prop- 
erty of the passengers all destroyed. If by some 
clever providence railroad Presidents, Superin- 
tendents,and other officials could more frequent- 
ly be involved in the perils and dangers of the 
road, there can be no question that the statistics 
of railroad accidents would show a great dimi- 
nution in a short time.

Forty miles m ten hours, every engine-house 
in the great, extended city of Chicago visited— 
such was the task which a number of city offi- 
cials and other gentlemen undertook and accom- 
plished yesterday. It was the occasion of the 
annual inspection of the Cuicago Fire Depairt- 
ment. The rendezvous was at Lugine-House 13, 
on Dearborn street, at 9 o’clock, but it was nearly 
an hour later before the visiting party com- 
menced its long ride of inspection.

Since the days of the famous Sprague trial, 
the Court-House has furnished no such spectacle 
as was presented this morning.

that the ledge was missed, but here an ex- 
tensive bed of plumbago was discovered. Vinal- 
ly the solid ledge of mineral was struck aud the 
miners worked for a day or two, gettiug out con- 
siderable ore. The services of a geologist were 
procured, and, on melting and examining the 
product of the mine, it was found to be silver in 
great quantity and purity—about 50 per cent.

The ne upon which the mine has been 
opened is located in the southeast corner of 
Saline County, about 9 miles from Harrisburg.

‘Khe Survey of the Hudsen—The Pro- 
pesed Ship-Cauai loute. 
From the Troy Presa. 

Messrs. E. D. Johustone ied George Canrick, 
civil engimeers aud surveyors, and eight assist- 
ants employed by Gen. Newton, Chief of the 
Department for the Improvement of Rivers and 
Harbors, have been engaged for the past two 
weeks surveying the Hudson River from the 
State dam to the side-cut locks, West Troy. 
Tbe object of the survey is to find out between 
pe ute above mamed the depth of water, the 

ie uration, aud the nature of the substance 
of the bottom of the Hudson River. The more 
remote objecis of the sarvey, however, are, it is 
surmised, to ascertain the feasibility and proba- 
ble expense of te scheme which proposes to con- 
nect the great West with tae Atilantic—the 
Champiain Ship Canal. ‘The scheme proposes 
to make the Hudson iver between 
Troy and Fort Edward uavigable for 
ships dia Wily from 12 to 14 =~ feet 
of water and large and strove enough 
to cross the Atlantic. It also proposes 
the widening and deepening of Wood Creek be- 
tween Fort Kkdward and Whitehall, which here 
joins the south eud of Lake Caamplain. Pass- 
ing turough Lake Champlain to the north eud, 
ships could reach the St. Lawrence throu; gb the 
Caughnawaga Canal, the construction of Which 
latter is included in the scheme, and will be com- 
menced next spring. Ail obstructions between 
‘lroy and the St. Lawrence removed, ships leav- 
ing any port in Europe could get as far west as 
Duluth, Minn., *‘ the zenith city of the unsalted 
sea,” via Chicago, without breaking bulk. Tho 
scheme, of course, anticipates thai the river be- 
tween ‘roy and Albany will be deepeaed and im- 
proved. A bili was introduced into the Leyixla- 
ture last spring appropriating $40,000 for the 
improvement of the river between Albany and 
the upper side-cut locks in West Troy. The next 
thing to this, contemplated by the scheme, is 
the deepening of the river by the State between 
the side-cut and the State dam. ‘The sarvey of 
the river alluded to above is a far idicasion 
that this will be eccompliahed.

At a few minutes past 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning occurred one of those little mishaps 
which are liable to happen st any moment in a 
river-divided city which is dependent for com- 
munication between its divisions upon draw- 
bridges.

According to 
the bridge-tender no blame could be attached to 
the Captain of the vessel forthe accideot. At 
the time she ran aground she was drawing only 
18 feet of water. Thetronble was that for ‘he 
past week the southwest wind bas been blowing 


. steadily across the lake, and has had the effect 


of lowering the water in the river at least 10 
inches. fall of about 3 inches took 
place in the river at just about the time the 
ropeller'ran aground. which, of course, increased 
the difficulty im getting her off. Yesterday 
morning’s delay in closing the bridge was the 
longest which @éver occurred within the memory 
of the present bridge-tender, and it is to bs 
that some means could be devised of ad- 
viring navigators of the changes which occur in 
the depth of water at the bridges, in order to 
guard against similar delays in tbe future. 
There is no doubt, however, that the mam- 
moth propeller James Davidson is 
A BIG FAILURE. 
She has not madea single trip since she first 
came out that she did not run aground, or meet 
with some accident or other. The fact is, she 
drauvs too much water, and is too unwieldy. 
About two weeks ago she cleared from Saginaw 
Bay witb acaigoof 11,000 barrels of salt, the larg- 
est that ever left the barbor. No sooner did 
she get fairly started than she ran aground near 
the Charity Island, and it took some time 
to get her off again. She arrived at 
this vesterdav, but had considerable 
trouble in making the harbor. Drawing more 
water than there was at the bar, she grounded, 
and it took the combined efforts of several tugs 
to get ber off again. With much difficulty she 
was towed up the river, touching bottom vearly 
allthe way. When near Lake street midge she

THZ COLLECTOR OF INTERNAL REV- 
ENUE. 

The announcement which was made yester- 
day that Mr. Hoyt, Chief Deputy Collector of 
Internal Revenue, had been appointed the suc- 
cessor of Mr. 8S. A. Irvin, was received with con- 
siderable surpriee, especially by those who had 
been given to understand that the position had 
been promised to Phil Wadsworth, through the 
influence of Gen. Logan and the Hon. C. B.

INSURANCE NEWS. 

The New York papers comment as follows 
upon the announcement that the National Board 
Insurance Companies intended returning to 
Chicago. Tae Tribune of the 10th says: 

President Oskley of the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters reiterates the determination of the com- 
panies not to return to Chicago until the city has com- 
plied with the requirements. Some of the companies, 
he says, may not reiurn underany circumstances. The 
dispatches published from Chicago are unfounded in 
fact, the Boston companies not having entered into the 
consideration of the New York Underwriters at ali. 
Tue committee appointed to visit Chicago will not go 
for 10 or 12 days, certuinly not until Gen. Shaler has 
had an opportunity to inspect the city, its condition 
and requirements, and perhaps has had some time to 
accomplirh something. It wonld be useless for 
the Underwriters to there until some- 
thing has been done that would enable. them 
to make a report in some degree different from that 
which called for the withdrawal of the companies. 
The Chicago people have been awakened to a sense of 
their danger, anditis their interest as well as their 
duty to protect themselves and all who do business 
with them, 

For some reason, President Oakley is the bit- 
terest opponent of the return, and his etate- 
ments are apt to be a little exaggerated.

There seems a fair prospect of an early adjustment 
of the differences between the National Board of Un- 
derwriters and the people of Chicago. Although al! 
the companies represented in the Board did not act on 
the resolution of ceasing to do business in Chicago 
after Oct, 1,a sufficient number have done so to in- 
crease the difliculty of finding sefe underwriters for 
heavy mercantile risks in that city. The people have, 
however, bestirred themse!ves with praiseworthy assi- 
duity to remedy the defects complained of by the 
Board of Underwriterr, and that body has now ap- 
pointed another committee with the view of seeing 
whether or ae reawens 8 has been done in the way of 
precaution to warrant them in relieving Chicago from

DR. GEIGER. 

The German papers bring the news of the 
death, on the 23d of October last, of Dr. Abra- 
ham Geiger, chief Rabbi of Berliu, one of the 
greatest scholars in the wide range of Jewish 
literature, and the foremost champion of Re- 
formed Judaism. Born May 24, 1810, at Frank- 
fort on the diaia, he made at the age of 21 his 
first mark io the literary worid by a work on the 
Jewish sources of Mobammedanism, entitled 
* Was hat Mohammed aufgenomen aus dem Ju- 
denthum ?” which won bim the prize of the On- 
ental Faculty of the University of Bonn, and was 
published there in 1873. Being soon afterward 
elected Rabbi of the Jewish congregation of 
Wiesbaden, he staried a Jewish theolog.cal 
quarterly, by which the young champion rallied 
tae best Jewish thinkers and scholars of the 
age around himself to assist him in ‘slaying 
the Medusa-bead of blind leiter-and-form 
worship,” aod ion bringing religion and reason 
into harmony. Ho fought bravely and /per- 
severingly from freedom of reseaich and for 
truth. even when most of his friends hesitated 
to tullow himin the front of the fierce batiie 
against the dominant Orihodoxy. 

In 1838 he accepted the cail of the Jewish con- 
gregation at Breslau. where be stayed nntil 1853, 
when he was made the chief Rabbi of Frankfort, 
his native city. But this position, too, ba lefito 
enter a iarger field in Boston, where, besides his 
ministry, be filled a theological chair at the Jew- 
ish Theologica! faculty, thus finding the greatest 


Of bis wany valuable works, by which with his 
many-sided scholarship he threw anew light up- 
on almost all the different branches of Jewis!) 
literature, the most imporant one no doubt 
(known to many Am»*rican scholars from Smith's 
and Kitto’s B.ble dictiovaries), is that on the 
** Original Text of tue Bible and its Translations 
in Their Connecidon withtbe Inner Development 
of Jugaism” (Breslau, 1557), by which a new in- 
sight was opened to the cri ics in the history of 
the various tex's of the Hvuiy Seriptares. 

His very interesting lectures 
have, we believe, been trans- 
lated into the English language by the late Dr.

Spanish-Jewish phiioso; hers aad poets, Matin- 
ovides, Abu !|’Hassan, Ychouda, Halevy, and

Besides his vast Jewish knowledee, Dr. 
Geiger was one of the finest Sy: iau ard Arabian 
schvuiars, and his death will be felt in many c:r- 
cles of learning, and by many scieptitic papers 
of Germany, to which he coniributed bis saare 
with uatiring zeal. His memory is engraved 
witb love and high esteem in tbe hearts of many 
great and noble men in Germany and in En- 
gland, as well as in America. 

A memorial service in honor of him will be 
heid at Marine's Hall. Sundav next, at 10 
o'clock, in which several Labbis of this city will 
participate. i.

Proposition to Establish a School for 
Them in Chicazo. 

A meeting of the Chicago Deaf Mutes Society 
was held last evening at theirrooms, No, 89 Mad- 
ison street, for the purpose of urging upon the 
Board of Education the importance of establish- 
ing a school for deaf mutes in Chicago. The at- 
tendance was very large, consisting of the mem- 
bers of the Society, all of whom are deaf mutes, 
and their friends. President Richberg aud In- 
spectors Uevert and Welch were present from 
the Board of Education, and mau fested a lively 
interest in the proceedings, 

Mrs. Raffington, President of the Society, oc- 
cupied the chair, and availed herself of the 
presence of Prof. Clarke, now of Detroit, but 
formerly of the Now York Institute for Deaf 


Mutes, to present 
TUE ADDRESS 


to the Board of Education, which had been 
drawn up in behalf of the Society. It was as 


follows: 
Gentlemen af the Board af Education : 

Our object in asking you to meet us here this even- 
ing is two-fold. 

Hirat—To ask you, if possible, to establish a day- 
schoo! for the deaf-mute children of this city. 

Second—We wish to lay before you some of the re- 
sults of deaf-mute education, and to give you some 
idea of our language, and if possible some of tae diffi- 
culties in the path of a deaf-mute, 

We do not wish to seem to dictate to your honorable 
Board what steps you sbould take in this matter, but 
we would suggest that you select a room in some 
schooi building in the central part of the city, furnish 
it as the school-rooms in our larger institutions are 
furnished, and provide a teacher competent to instruct 
deaf-mute children; the teacher and children to be 
under the game rules as other teachers and chiidren in 
the common schools, 

ae reasous foc asking you to do this are, briefly, as 
follows: 

First—The State institution for the deaf and dumb 
at Jacksonviule is over 200 miles from here, ana the 
parents of deaf-mute children are required to pay their 
fare to and from the institution, This, to many of 
them, is a great hardship, and to others an impoesi- 
bility. 

Second—by thus sending these children away from 
their bomes at the most critical period of their tives, 
their atfection for home and parents is greatly weak- 
ened, They come to iook upon home ag a place where 


they feel their misfortume more heavily, as there | 


they have no playmates of their own age with 
wiuom they can communicate. Where the pa- 
are not aiso deaf mutes, they are sep- 
from their children thai they 
frequently never acquire sufficient knowledge 
of signs to communicate with them, In fact, the 
large institution makes of deaf mutes a class separated 
from the great body of the people, unabie to share with 
them in the pleasures and labors of life; and when at 
last it sends its graduates into the outside world they 
are compelled to accommodate themselves to an en- 
tirely new order of things, 

jhird—The great mujority of deaf mutes are the 
children of poor parents, and Wil! in after life be com- 
pelled to support themselves by the labor of their 
hands, While they are absent at an institution the 
parents are eutirely deprived, not only of the company 
of the child, but of those thousand little services so 
swect for the child to render and forthe parent to re- 
cieve. The father cannot teach the son to fol- 
low in his trade; in most cases knows that, 
owing to the small number of trades which he 
can be taught at a large institution, his son cannot 
even be gaining from another that practical znowledge 
of men and things which wili enable him on leaving 
school to take a place by his father’s side in the work- 
shop. In the case of a girl it is stili worse, for how is 
i. possible for a girlat an imatitutionto iearn those 
intcle things that in after life will make her a good and 
economicai housekeeper. 

fourth—In case of sickness or death, parents and 
children are separated, and many & poor parent is do- 
nied the miserable consolation of closing the eyes of a 
loved chiid, or of receiving from her bands the lovi g 
attentions that make sickness bearable to the poor 
man. 

f'.fth—The parent is absolutely shut ont from any 
part iv the relgious training of the child, Curistian 
or Israeiite, Catholic or Protestant, all are handed over 
tothe care of the Principal, to be trained in one com- 
mon religion, no matter whether that be the faith of 
their fathers or not. In this city, within two months, 
Catholic pareu‘’s have tried to prevent a son from re- 
turning to school for this very reason. 

ortta—Tobe State lawisthat no child under 10 years 
of age shall be be received at the Institution. Many 
children under that age would be greatly benefited by 
attending school, and, to have them do so, would re- 
lieve their parents of much tedious care, in keeping 
them out of danger, etc, 

Serenth—any teachers, and others connected with 
the cause of deaf-mute instruction, favor small 
schools, Indeed, the Cominission appointed by the 
Stute of New Jersey to report on plans, ete., for an 
institution for that State, are seriously thinking of 
building cottages, each to be presided over by a proper 
person, the cmldren going to the school-honse as toa 
public school. They hope in this way to introduce 
some of the features and influences of a bome into the 
institution system. The Rev. Dr. Thomas Gailaneet, 
ason of the founder of the first institution of the 
kind in this country, and for many years a teacher at 
the New York Institution, now the honored pastor of 
St. Anne’s Church for deaf mutes in New York, 
favored sach a change at the last convention of Prin- 
cipals and teachers, 

Fiachth—The Board of Education of the city of 
Pittsburg supporta day school for deaf eutes which 
has 43 pupils, 10 of whom are supported entirely at a 
neighboring house, the State contributing $2,000 annu- 
ally toward their expenses, There is also a day school 
tor mutes in Boston, having about 60 pupiis, which is 
supported and controlled entirely by the city. In ad- 
dition to these, there is one in Cleveland, one in Balti- 
more for colored mutes, a private school in Brooklyn, 
another in Watertown, and another in Rome, N, Y. 
There is also a night school for mutes in New York 
City, with its two institutions. We cal! your attention 


to these facta, so that you may not think we ask a new | 


or unheard of thing 

Ninta—There are at present more than 25 deaf mute 
children in Chicago who should be in school. While 
the institution at Jacksonville has been unable to reach 
those, most of them would be reached by a day school 
in this city. We hand you with this a list of their 
names «6d addresses so far a3 we know them. 

Jenth—Shouid you think fit to decline our request, 
we think yon will do these cnildrea a great injuati-c, 
They wil grow up in ignorance,—not only igaorance 
of reading and writing, but of the very language thut 
is spoken around them, and the great truths of reiig- 
ion. Picture to yourselves the excitement which 
would stir this city if your Board should decide to 
abolish day-schoo’s for hearing children, and inform 
the parents that they can have their choice—to send 
their children to an institution in a distant part of the 
State, or let them stay at home, 

These, gentlemen, are afew of the reatons that we 
wish tourge upon your attention, As to the greater 
economy of the day-school we say not a word, for on 
that point you are the most competent judges, It 
takes little to support a child in a family, but 
in a large institution it becomes a considerable 
item. In the one case, stewards, housekeepers, 
matrons, and a host of officials havefto be hired, and 
in large institutions there is much waste, In the 
other, it falls upon the parent, and the child can do a 
great deal toward its own support. Hoping, gentle- 
men, that you will -help us im this project that is so
